AUSTIN — Texas 
school districts ravaged 
by Hurricane Harvey 
still need thousands of 
textbooks, dictionaries 
and other instructional 
resources, so the states 
education agency is bor- 
rowing a page from the 
wedding industry to help 
cover the costs. 

The Texas Education 
Agency has modified its 
textbook-ordering sys- 
tem to create a “wedding 
registry” of sorts where 
districts can list the text- 
books they need to re- 
place those damaged in 
the storm. 

Textbook publishers, 
individuals or organiza- 
tions can then donate 
the books, as can school 
districts that have excess 
inventory. 

“It was very clear that 
a lot of people lost a great 
amount of instructional 
materials, including text- 
books,” Commissioner of 
Education Mike Morath 
said. “If you consider the 
scale of Harvey, (the reg- 
istry) is not solving ev- 
eryone’s problems, but it 
is helping in places.” 

The registry is meant 
to match districts in need 
with those willing to do- 
nate, and officials say 
those donations will free 
up money to cover other 
costs, such as rebuilding 
schools. 

But some question 
the approach, express- 
ing concerns over delays 
in instruction as schools 
wait for the textbooks to 
arrive, and the impact 
that will have on student 
learning. 

“If we had books that 
have been destroyed, 
then the state needs to 
step up and take care of
